He was known at the penitentiary 


as George Whin, alias George Haugh- 
rann, and his number was 33125. He 
has served two terms in the peniten 
tiary and was sent up the last t'me 
for sixteen years 
from 
Belmont 


county for assault to rob and kill 
He was discharged 
November 
19, 


1904 or about six weeks before 
the 


Coshoctou 
hold-up 
occurred. 
He 


was twenty-eight years of age 
in 


1901 and his weight was 162 pounds 
He is a glassblower by trade and was 
born iu Wisconsin. He has a fjor:d 
complexion and his little finger on 
tbe left hand is a little stift at

received a card bearing the name of

Czar's Troops-Capital 


Torn Up.

St Petersburg, Feb. 11. — Russian 


Poland continues to be the center of 
strike disturbances, and .serious col- 
lisions are 
reported 
to have oc- 


curred there between mobs of strik- 
ers 
and the troops 
At Lodz 31 


persons are reported to have been 
killed and 158 wounded. It is stated 
four persons were killed and 69 wound- 
ed in a riot at the Cheibler factory, and 
that seven were killed and 40 wounded 
at th« Marcus Kohn factory. In a con- 
flict at Louis Geyer's factory it is re- 
ported that 20 were killed and 50 
wounded. The troops'were lined up at 
the factory to prevent the men from 
entering to demand their pay. Accord- 
ing to one report, strikers fired upon a 
detachment from windows, and the 
latter thea fired a volley into the 
crowd in vhe streets. 


At Sosnovice. Poland, a mob invaded 


the Katberinen works, demanding that 
the \sorknaen in charge of the electri- 
cal machinery there join the strike. A 
company of soldiers intervened and a 
Polish officer repeatedly called upon 
the people io disperse. They refused 
to leave unless they were accompanied 
by the workmen

Mukden, Feb. ll.—At present the at- 


tention of the Japanese is mainly con- 
centrated on the narrow line east and 
west of the railway, where also paaa 
the two main roads to Mukden. The 
armies are closely in touch all alone 
the line of Saudiapu, Poahsingtun, 
Chenlianpu, Liuchangtuu and Shakh*. 
The region is entirely deserted by na- 
tives, but their stone house* mnd stout 
walls have been turned into veritable 
fortresses 
The declivities have been 


iced, and the ascent would be almost 
impossible even without obstruction*. 
The approaches to the streets of the 
villages can be swept by machine guns 
hidden behind thick walls. Notwith- 
standing the number of these quasi- 
fortresses the Japanese are not slack- 
ening their energies in entrenching, 
but peisis-t in the work in the daytime 
In the face of the Russian batteries, 
and at night the loud noise of the rum* 
lihng caits Rives evidence of their un- 
til inn labors. The Russians are equal- 
l\ persistent, anil, besides harassing 
the Japanese working parties with rifle 
and cannon fire, themselves are forti- 
fying and refoi t itj ing.

A general strike of railway employe*

Only energetic measures by the troop* 
and police prevented the resumption 
of the former tactics of the striken, 
marching from factory to factory and 
inducing or compelling employes to 
lay down their tools. Thus far 'there 
baa been no disorder in St. Petersburg, 
and the authorities appear to have the 
situation well in hand in this respect, 
and it Is generally believed that suck 
precautions have been taken an will 
preclude the repetition qf the scene of 
bloodshed of Jan. 22. 


The dispute tut. the Putlloff iron 


works centers in the question of hours.

OON after rt-achinsr his majority 


Abraham Lincoln made two 
voyages down the Mississippi 
river as far as»New Orleans in 


a flatboat. Ten >oars later, when his 
faculty of critical observation must 
hn\e become considerably more acute, 
he made u third visit to the sailf states. 
It has beeu found convenient by some 
of his biographer* and not a few post- 
bellum historians to date Mr. Lincoln's 
conversation to the then novel and pro- 
scribed doctrines of antislavery from 
that period. Specious as this hypothe- 
sis may seem, there is no authentic rec- 
ord that Lincoln himself ever continued; 
it. 
With a mentality capable of ab- 


sorbing tho gist of the literary hoard- 
ings of the centuries, but denied all op- 
portunity until long after the period 
at which most students have raa.stered 
the essentials of a college education. 
Abraham Lincoln, omnivorous reader 
and logical reasoncr, in the long in- 
te|-val between his southern journeys 
"and hi« election to congress, transform- 
ed himself iuto the foremost sociologist 
of liis age* 


Before he was elected to couaress 


Mr Lincoln served for .se\end terms 
In the Illinois state lesislature. but did 
not refer, even incidentally, to the sub- 
ject of slavery in his speeches. "When 
he vas sent to consuls he proclaimed 
himself the militant apostle of the auti- 
slavery agitation. Strong men had ar- 
rayed themselves against the slave 
trade, and fervid enthusiasts had pro- 
claimed their willingness to yield tbek 
lives for it-« abolition. The now coti- 
gresbinau from the Sangamon district 
of Illinois announced his intention to 
propose the emancipation of tbe slaves 
in the District of Columbia. Such was 
the prevailing temper of the time that 
eougrps*! declined absolutely to consider 
tho proposition, but Mr. Lincoln had 
sounded the keynote of a in lull ty apos- 
tolate. 
Ho had shoun bis colors and 


a will in aliens to follo\\ them to the end. 
lie AV.I-I not im itcd to become a can 
didiite for re-election. 
Ills political 


friends admired his courage and bis in- 
tellect, but shioil at his radicalism. 


This hesitancy on the part of bis con- 


stituency could not pievoui Mr. Lin- 
coln from becoming the most influen- 
tial exponent of the principles of tho 
Wing party in tho state. Alter bis re- 
turn from congress he was in great de- 
mand us an orator in every campaign. 
He became better known than any oth- 
er man in the state except Stephen A. 
Douglas, f nd in the course of time he 
(settled down to a very large uud lucra- 
tive law practice. The repeal of the 
Missouri comproniiso awakened all the 
apparently dormant energies of Ills na- 
ture. He forsook bis exacting business 
and at ouoe assumed the leadership of 
the new party which arose in the west 
to battle against Ihe scheme of'the 
sUne trade to organize the new territo- 
ries under proshivory auspices. The 
designs of the proslavcry leaders were 
not congenial to the people of the west, 
but they had a powerful advocate in 
the eloquent Douglas, and public senti- 
ment was hi ii state of fickleness. A 
new senator was to be chosen in Illi- 
nois, and it happened that the legisla- 
ture elf-ctod during the heat of the dis- 
cussion continued a majority in favor

Lincoln burned his bridges and com- 
mitted himself unreservedly to the 
cause whose mightiest champion he 
had become The fears of his friends 
and tho denunciations of his enemies 
weie equally powerless to deter him. 


Mr. Douglas was re-elected, but his 


victory was but the presume of coming 
dofoat for the cause which be bad ad- 
voc.tted so nobly. As it was, he could 
not 1m e been returned to the senate 
if hib opponent's penetrating insistence 
had not compelled him publicly to 
qualify his pro.slavery utterances and. 
attach a proviso to his political creed. 
That was indeed a critical moment in 
tho talented Douglas' political career- 
that summer afternoon in the little 
pr.iim* city of Freeport when tbe great 
emancipator, his gaunt form erect and 
his long forefinger extended with per- 
emptory eagerness, demanded of the 
now hesitating Democratic candidate, 
••Is there any lawful way by which the 
people of a territory, against the wish 
of any citizen of the United States, 
may ovdndo shivery from Us limit pri- 
or to the formation of a state constitu- 
tion V Here at last was the supreme 
dilemma. Upon the categorical "yea" 
or "nay" which be must utter hung the 
fate ot* Douglas' political future. His 
feeble "yea" gent him to the senate, 
but cost him the support of the south 
and made his position in the north un- 
tenable. 


Tins final debate, followed by a 


speech at Cooper Union, Xew York, in 
which he contended that slavery -was 
incompatible with a republican form 
of government, gave Mr. Lincoln the 
Republican nomination for the presl- 
dcncy in I860. Ilia election, an* the 
outbreak of the civil War were practi- 
cally coincident. In his inaugural ad- 
dress he showed the country that he 
was not the radical fanatic which; In- 
limcaf pre-election oratory had de- 
clared him to be. He had much'to say 
concerning secession, but nothing about 
Bin very.
